Dear Sir: 

Returning from a trip I fear your favor of the 23rd inst. in relation to tin piping to Mr. 
Barber’s furnaces. In answer would say that the pipe is certainly of abundant strength to stand 
much greater pressure, and that if any leak has occurred it is owing to some accident or oversight 
which can be easily remedied by calling in a tin smith to solder up a defection joint. As this is 
only ordinary tin smiths work we hope you can get a man in Phila. to do it. He should mark the 
place in pipe that leak, while Blower is running and then apply his solder when it is stopped . 

Tin pipe well soldered will stand a pressure of 25 lbs to sq. inch, while we use only use 
only one pound. With kindest regards.
